LA SAI.I.E, 111., May 27.—Quiet has 


rcig-ned in this city to-day, and the re- 
ception tendered the invading1 army of 
strikers from Ladd and Spring Val- 
ley seems to have had a good effect 
upon the murderous rioters in the 
plaee. They seem to have,slunk to. 
their huts and kept away froin the out- 
side world. A few who can boast of 
having- a good suit of clothes stood in 
groups in various parts of the city 
probably discussing the situation. It 
is the general impression hero that 
the strikers 
are badly 
frightened 


and afraid'to move for fear of being in- 
trodtiuexl to a dose of cold lead. The 
militia are here to preserve order, and 
that they mean business is evidencod 
by the fact that every movement of tha 
strikers is closely watched. Although 
it_i.s as quiet as a graveyard and there 
is little danger of an outbreak. Col. 
liunnett and his men arc prepared for a 
march at any moment. The strikers 
huve moved ^without any notice in all 
previous attacks, and the militia is pre- 
pared to intercept the next movement 
ou their part.

Jieurly One Thousand TroopH tinder An

more companies of state troops joined 
those of the second regiment, now in 
camp at Ensley City, near Pratt mines, 
to-day, making a total of nearly- 1,000 
troops under arms in this county in ap- 
prehension of further trouble arao1 
the striking miners. 
Many strikers 


gathered about the military camp and 
watched the troops drill, not affecting 
to be the least overawed by the pres- 
ence of so many soldiers whom they do 
riot look upon with favor. 


At a late hour^ last night the guards 


at l*ratt mines, one mile from the mili 
itary camp, saw a body of strikers lurk- 
ing in the woods and at once opened 
fire upon them. The strikers returned 
the. fire, and nearly 100 shots were ex- 
changed. The strikers finally lied, evi- 
dently fearing the troops would be 
called out. Xo one was hurt. 


Yt'ithin half a mile of the camp to- 


day a party of strikers coming out of a 
church saw several negro miners pass- 
ing and began jeering them and finally 
msved upon them, when the negroes 
drew pistols and fired, but so far as is 
known, no one was wounded. 
The 


negroes were arrested and were pre- 
vented from being lynched on promises 
that they would have a trial to-mor- 
1*0 w. 


The strikers at the Pratt mines held 


a mass meeting to-day to discuss the 
presence of the military in their midst, 
but did not condemn them. 


The committee called on the varion» 


railroad unions to day and requested 
them to refrain from hauling non- 
union coal, but got no assurance that 
their request would be complied with. 
The situation does not improve, and 
bloodshed may ensue at any time. The 
authorities are determined to keep tha 
troops here all summer if necessary t» 
preserve the peace.

A Possibility of Keturnlng Peace. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Col.. May 27.—There

A PATRIOTIC SERMON. 


Memorial Day Address byBev. D. 


F. Howe at the First Meth- 


odist Church. 


VETERANS APPLAUDED THE 


PHEACHBR. 


Dec»tur the Bethlehem of the Grand 


Army—Principle* and Patriotism Above 
Bravery and ftoctlBce—The Sermon One 
of the Bert Ever Heard In the City—The 
AddreHH In Full. 


Sunday forenoon-} the auditorium of 


the First M. E. church was crowded 
from the altar to the doors, and chairs 
had to be placed in the aisles for those 
who could not find space in the pews. 
The occasion was the annual religious 
service held in memory of the brave 
soldiers, living and dead, who partici- 
pated in the War of the Rebellion and 
gave future generations the heritage of 
a free and undivided country. 
The 


members of Dunham Post 141, Q. A. R.> 
150 in number, and the members! of the 
Woman's Relief Corps attended in a 
body, occupying the centra pews, as 
guests of the church. There- was a liberal 
display of large and smMl flags, and in 
front of the pulpit way a large portrait 
of the late Isaac C. Pugh. who was the 
colonel of the old 41st Illinois regiment. 
Beautiful flowers were placed about the 
portrait. 


The services were conducted by the 


pastor, Rev. D. F. Howe, and the ap- 
propriate music was by the choir and 
congregation. 
The patriotic address 


was by Rev. Mr. Howe, who in the course 
of the delivery was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause which extended to 
all parts of the congregation. It was an 
address of special merit as it treated of 
the lessons of Memorial Day in a new 
light, and was throughout intensely 
patriotic. The caption of the address 
was "In Memorium—The Soldiers of the 
Sixties," and the text, "The Memory of 
the Just is Blessed"—Proverbs 10:7. 
Following is the full text of the address: 


THE O. A. B. BETHLEHEM. 


Of all the towns that grace the bosom 


of Mother Earth there is not one in- 
vested with such vast, tender and im- 
mortal interest as old Bethlehem of 
Palestine. 
For there, over eighteen 


hundred years ago, was born that life 
whoso sublimity has been so eloquently 
summarized in the words, ",<esus, the 
mightiest among the holy and the holiest 
among the mighty. 
Who with his 


pierced hands lifted the gates of empires 
off their hinges and turned the stream 
of the ages out of its channel." Is not 
the birthplace of any great and helpful 
influence a kind of Bethlehem? Is not 
the birthplace of the great river a Beth- 
lehem? 
IP there not a Bethlehem yon- 


der in the highlands of Africa, wliere 
tho Nile is born? Is there not a Bethle- 
hem yonder in Minnesota, where the 
Mississippi comes into being? Is there 
not a Bethlehem yonder in Westmore- 
land county, Virginia, and still another 
in Hardin county, Ky_ where were born 
and christened those two noblest streams 
of American life, Washington and Lin- 
coln? Is there not a Bettlehem yonder 
in I hiladelph%,whereover a century ago, 
was Uoi n the f&rest and best among gov- 
ernments? ArMlast,! ask, is there not a 
Bethlehem in Decatur? Is there not 
on the south side of Central Park a room 
in which, twenty-eight years ago, was 
born that most beautiful, significant and 
neudful order in the whole family of 
fraternities, "The Grand Army of the 
Republic?" And do I not have before 
me some who are its founders and char- 
ter members? I have crossed many a 
great river whose fountain it has never 
been my pleasure to see. And often 
have I stood before tho Grand Army of 
the Republic, but never before at its 
fountain. What a vision comes to one? 
What a vision, if you could stand at Ny- 
anza and follow the flow of the Nile as 
it sweeps through the land of the Pha- 
raohs, past tho mysterious Sphinx and 
the eternal pyramids? What a vision, 
if one could stand at Lake Itasca and 
follow the flow of the Mississippi from 
its brooklet babble over golden sands, 
until broadening and deepening it is 
able to shoulder the commerce of a con- 
tinent and bear it to the sea? So what 
an inspiring 
vision comes as we 


stand here at the bead waters of this 
grand organization and watch it rapidly 
broaden and deepen from twelve mem- 
bers to near a half million, and like the 
Nile, fertilizing the nation, bearing on 
its bosom unlimited charity and unmeas- 
ured gratitude both for the living and 
the dead. And it is in this capacity 
it comes to-day, to remember the com- 
rades who have been mustered out of 
the ranks of the living. 


IN MEMORIAM. 


Take a much-worn book, stand it on 


its edge, and it will open usually at the 
best thing in it; since that was most 
often read. Treat Shakespeare thus.and 
it will open at Hamlet, Whittier at 
"Snow Bound," Burn's at "Cotter's Sat- 
urday Night," while Tennyson would in 
most cases open at that beautiful poem, 
"In Memoriam.'' So it is with the book 
of life in hours of relaxation, it opens at 
"In Memoriam." And to-day the book 
of national life thus opens at "In Memo- 
riam," the soldiers of the sixties. And 
we do it because as the test indicates, 
"the memory of the just is blessed." 
For this reason we preserve the old 
keepsake; for this reason we take the 
bread and wine of the Sacrament, and 
for this we remember the soldiers of the 
sixties. They were just, and the memory 
of the just is blessed. 


WHAT THEY DID. 


First we remember them because of the 
grandeur of the principles for which 
they fought. This war was on a grand 
scale materially. It has been remarked 
that we may form some idea xrf the mag- 
nitude of a war by the size of its battle- 
fields. If told there had been a great 
war in Rhode bland we would say no, 
there, is not room. 
Aa one has said, "It 
seemed that the world trembled when 
Wellington touched on the shores of 
Spain, and yet Spain is but half the size 
of Texas. 
It seemed that the world 
trembled at the great wars in France, 
but France is no larger than California 


and Maryland, It seemed that the world 
trembled at the great wan in Italy, but 
Italy is only about the size of Nevada. 
Our hearts are thrilled over the great 
wars of Greece,yet Greece is but about the 
size of West Virginia. Take the 240,000 
square miles of Austria, the 309,000 of 
Germany, the 204,000 of France, the 121,- 
000 of Britain, combine them and then 
alone do we approach the battle field 
over which the soldiers of the sixties 
fought." 
Down over this field they 


swept in a line of blue 1600 miles long. 
As has been remarked, "Take all the 
wars of Darius, Cyrus, Sennacherib, 
Joshua and David of Bible times; take 
all the wars of Hannibal and Hamilcar, 
of Carthage; take all the wars of Gari- 
baldi and Victor Emmanuel, of Italy; 
take all the wars of Gustarus Adolphus, 
Ptolomy, Philopater, Xerxes, Alexander 
and Semiramis, and no where do you 
find so magnificent a line of soldiery." 
Up from the south came a wave of gray 
to meet it and they met in the shock of 
the world's most terrible battles. 
A 
shock that cost the* Nation seven thou- 
sand million in gold, one million brave 
lives and an expenditure of tears and an- 
guish beyond the realization of the mighti- 
est Arch angel. But this is not what we 
are remembering them for—but the 
greatness of the principles. Some wars 
have been fought for trifles. 
Many a 


mere feud in some royal family, but ours 
was for the grandest principle. Napoleon 
twitted LaFayette on the insignificance 
of our Revolutionary battles. LaFayette 
told him that it was not a war of armies 
but of ideas. 
So of our strife. 
And 


those principles are summarized in the 
words, "The American Union." 
Our 
soldier dead believed with Webster that 
with this government preserved and well 
administered we have nothing to fear. 
Without it we have nothing to hone. 
They believed that it is a principle in 
politics as well as mathematics that the 
"Whole is inseparable from the one and 
that the one is contained forever in the 
whole." 
They saw rising before the 


ship of state the black rock of human 
slavery. They saw 11 planks etruck off 
from our starboard side. Then from the 
pilot house they heard the voice of a 
God given-helmsman, Abraham Lincoln, 
and in six weeks six hundred thousand 
had responded. 
Julia Ward Howe 


moved by their spontaneous uprising 
was inspired to write: 
"Mine eyes have seen the glory of the coming of 


tbe Lord. 


He ts trampling out the vintage wliere His grapes 


of wrath are stored. 


In the beauty of the lilies Christ was, born across 
.' the sea. 
As He died to make men Holy, let us die to make 


men free." 
Some of you doubtless were in that 


throng. 
Here in the pulpit is the old 


flag under which some of you entered 
that service and resting against it the 
binignant face of the one who led you, 
Colonel Pugh. With others you went 
forth and grasped with bleeding hands 
those dissevered states and with sledges 
of iron, swung by muscles of gunpowder 
you bound them back and clinched them 
forever with nails forged in the blast of 
a thousand batteries. 
And in doing it 


you destroyed the rook of slavery on 
which the good ship struck. 
But not 


only to one race did you give freedom. 
Your work was far broader, for in saving 
this Union, you struck a blow for the 
liberties of man the world over. 
You 


battled for principles that God haq been 
slowly unfolding all down the ages. 
And in saving the Union that represents 
them, you preserved and give force to- 
day to all that revolutionary heroes ever 
won. 


AT THE WORLD'S^ PAIR. 


Where the waters of Lake Michigan 
clasp with silver fingers the shores of 
Illinois, stood the fairest vision of the 
ages, The White City. That grand ex 
position was possible through the soldiers 
of the Sixties. But for them there would 
have been no great nation to invite 
the world. Our government building 
meant something because of them. They 
gave meaning to all its tender memori- 
als. The sword of Washington was there. 
We love to look upon it, but what would 
it mean without the swords of Gettys- 
burg? There was tbe sash of LaFayette 
stained with his own blood; but what 
would this mean to us without the blood- 
stained garments of the sixties? I was 
at the grand celebration there on the 
Fourth of July. I heard the duy salut- 
ed by the gunboat Michigan on the lake. 
But in her guns I heard the echo of 
other guns that gave them meaning. I 
heard echoes trom Hampton Roads 
where the Monitor silenced the Merri- 
mac; from the Mississippi where the 
gauntlet of Vicksburg is run; from Mo- 
bile bay where grand old Farragut com- 
mands the squadron of liberty. For 
without these guus those of the Fourth 
at Chicago would have meant nothing. 


Behold how the cemeteries of this 


country have been transformed by Dec- 
oration day! Once overgrown with 
brambles, but not so now. If you know 
of a briar-grown graveyard I can tell you 
how to transform it. Bury an old sol- 
dier there, and let his comrades go once 
a year to decorate his grave, and the 
change will come in all the graves. The 
old veteran down under the sod fights 
the battle of the Wilderness over again. 
Just so are the soldiers of the* sixties 
transforming the governments of the old 
world that for centuries have been the 
cemeteries of human liberty. For this 
wide mission we honor them. During 
the dark days of the war John Bright is 
quoted as saying: "Remember that one 
wild shriek of freedom will startle the 
world if that American republic is de- 
stroyed. But I have a fairer vision; it 
may be but a vision, but I shall cherish it. 
1 see one vast confederation stretching 
in one unbroken line from the frozen 
north to the glowing south, and from 
the stormy billows Of the Atlantic to the 
calmer waters of the Pacific main. And 
over all that wide continent I see but 
one people and one language and a ref- 
uge for the oppressed of every clime and 
nation." This was his beautiful proph- 
ecy. I rejoice that it has become his- 
tory. Whp made it history? The sol 
diers of the, sixties. It costs blood to 
make prophecy history. 
Old Isaiah 


stood on the mountain top and looked 
down the ages, and his lips glowed with 
the prophecy of Christ's work. Look 
down hi Gethaemane and you see that 
irophecy becoming history. 
It coat 


ilood and agony. Down in the Geth- 
semane of jphicamaoga, Corinth and 
Gettysburg the prophecy of Bright u 
made history. It ia for thin 'we honor 
their memory—the principles for which 
they fought I want it distinctly under- 
stood that we are not casting flowers on 
the graves of our soldier dead simply be, 
cause they were brave men or because 
they suffered much. I can cast flowea* 
on the graves of Confederate soldiers te 
these rewMM, farttaejr were brave; 
suffered. Bat hold. It to not 
merely, tat it fa the principle in 


Not brave alone, but brave for grandest 
principles. Not suffering merely, but 
suffering for eternal principles of right- 
eousness. This makes a chasm between 
the blue and the gray aa wide as that 
between heaven and deepest perdition. 
The one fought to destroy this Union 
and perpetuate disgusting and infernal 
human bondage. The other to preserve 
the Union and the rights of man. 


THE MOTIVE. 


Again we remember them because of 
the motive that prompted them-patri- 
otism. It was this that took them from 
business, giving four yean that never 
could be regained. No jthought of mer- 
cenary remuneration; 
no thought of 


pension; not knowing that there would 
be a government left to reward them. 
Away with this niggardly policy concern- 
ing pensions. How can you ever remu- 
nerate men who without the shadow of 
doubt saved from destruction the grand- 
est government ever led onward by the 
hand of God? This led them to give up 
home. And here we see another vast 
army of the heroic—the women of the 
north. When we think of the heroine 
we are apt to think of her as Joan of 
Arc riding with blood-stained garments 
at the head of the troops; or of Irene, 
the warrior queen of the Bosphorus. 
But the greatest heroines were seen in 
the women who remained in the shadow 
of a grief-stricken home and for years 
bore the awful agony of suspense. I was 
a child six years old when Sumterstartled 
the nation from its dream of peace, but in 
my mind as though but of yesterday are 
the tearful groups gathered about the 
long list of dead and missing that fol- 
lowed the reports every battle. It was 
patriotism that sent these men through 
terrible battles. Battles that in their 
percent of loss surpass probably all 
records. At Waterloo the loss was but 
12 per cent. At Balaklava 36 per cent, 
Mars la Tour 89 per cent. But at Shiloh 
it was 63 per cent. While at Gettysburg, 
the high water mark of the •Rebellion, 
one regiment, the 141 Pennsylvania, lost 
75 per cent. But the highest of all is 
said to be that of the First Minnesota in 
the same battle which went in with 262 
men and came out with 47. It is stated 
that on that awful field more dead men. 
lay than all the fields combined of the 
fierce Franco-Prussian war. I had a far 
better conception of these titanic strug- 
gles after visiting the fields of their 
operation. The school book picture of 
the battlefield is not always true. We 
fail to comprehend that it may extend 
over miles of territory, embracing moun- 
tains, plains, forests and rivers. All 
shadowed with battle smoke, all stained 
with blood. I walked over Chicamauga 
and climbing over a stone wall picked up 
in a field these bullets. Only pieces of 
lead. 
But put behind them a few 


drachms of powder and behind that a ri 
yal with one eye shut and the other draw 
ing a bead on your vest button and these 
become very interesting specimens of 
mineralogy. 


ON LOOKOUT MOUNTAIN. 


I stood on Lookout Mountain. What 


a vison God spreads before- one there. 
Far below at your feet the ' beautiful 
valley, nestling in its center like a 
crown jewel the city of Chattanooga 
Bounded on the left yonder by the sil- 
very curves of the Tennessee. Swept 
'round on the right by the rocky cres- 
cent of Missionary Ridge. Far awa> 
eastward, the blue wall of North Caro 
Una's mountains. South of you Georgia; 
bock of you Alabama; beneath your feel 
Tennessee. What a sweep of tbe states 
the eye takes in. But as I stand there 
I am thinking of those closing days in 
November, 1863, when from this same 
point might be seen the states of the 
north. Seen in the person of their blue 
coated representatives that fill all the 
valley beneath. A sea of humanity oul 
of which their tents rise like white 
rocks. While away yonder stretching 
the length of Missionary Ridge glitters 
the armor of Bragg's great army, nn 
avalanche of secession waiting the mo- 
ment for decent upon them. While 
from these very rocks on which I stand 
floats the flag of the rebellion and there 
in those huge mounds are massed its 
batteries. Was ever an army in a more 
desperate condition than the armv of 
the north. A mighty river back of it, a 
terrible foe in front of it and old Look 
out swinging a battery in the clouds 
above it. But deliverance is coming and 
its first steps may be heard at the base 
of this mountain, General Hooker is 
coming and like Longfellow's youth his 
eye is on the summit and his cry "Ex- 
celsior.'' Look down, they ure toiling 
up the steep, rising like a blue wave ol 
the sea when the tide comes in. Sud 
denly out leaps a cloud of smoke, and 
another, and the air is rent with a • deaf- 
ning crash. Guns on the summit and 
guns

the base join voice. Old £hi 


Lookout has become a volcano t-watted 
in sulphurous smoke shot through with 
tongues of flame, quivering on its rocky 
pedestal and hurling from its face of 
stone thunderous echoes, for the battle 
of the clouds is on. Will that heroic 
band reach the summit? 
Morning 
breaks. What flag is that kissing the 
breeze? Old Glory signaling iU> triumph 
across the valley to Bragg. Hark! what 
sound is that? Not the roar of cannon? 
It rolls down the mountain wall; it 
sweeps along the Tennessee, away to 
where Sherman holds the left; it is 
caught up by the valley; it makes a 
sounding board of Missionary Ridge and 
finds ten thousand echoes in mountain 
caves. What is it? Only the boys in 
blue cheering the old flag as she floats 
triumphantly 
from treason's loftiest 
point. But now comes the real tug of 
war, 
for Bragg is still on Missionary 


Ridge. Yonder on Orchard Knob Grant 
stands. He looks at hi» watch. Day is 
declining. He gives a signal. A great 
cannon speaks—once, twice, six times, 
and then, most sublime spectacle of war, 
twenty-five thousand men rise as one. 
Is this a grand review? No, 'tis a march 
like that of Balaklava through the valley 
of death. On they go. Missionary 
Ridge suddenly blossoms with white 
smoke. Tis their first greeting, and 
now every battery of Bragg is playing, 
the heavens shriek with a rain of jagged 
iron and the earth reeks with the blood 
of slaughter.' But naught can stay 
them. They are at the base of tbe ridge. 
It towers above them. Do they stop? 
NO, they sweep up it Grant look* on in 
astonishment He has given no orders 
for this. They were to stop at the base.

Let 
those who carried out the plans of • Von 
Moltke look upon them. Let the spirit* 
ot the Old Guard that bore the banner 
of Napoleon from victory to victory set* 
them, and those who followed Cirsmr 
and made possible the conquests of aa 
Alexander; and yet I am not ashamed, 
for they never bore banner through more 
heroic struggle, and.never bore banner 
for a cause so just. 


VEEP THE DAY 8ACRKD. 


What should all this lead us to doT 


Let us most impresaivoly remember the 
dead. Let Decoration Day be kept as a 
sacred day. It is not a day for frolic and 
sport. It is not a day for races and 
games. God forbid tbaLthe young jieoplo 
of this country should ever prostitute* 
this day as the Fourth of July i*. True 
it is a day for joy. But a joy that roste 
on the proper recognition of those who 
render that joy possible. Let us love the 
country they died for. We need to day. 
it seems to me. as in no other day since 
the war a revival of good old-fashioned 
patriotism. A love for our flag and our 
country born out ot the remembrance of 
what they have cost. Let us make for 
our motto the words cut in the marble 
mantelpiece of one of the largest club 
rooms, "Wo train with no party that 
does not carry the flag and keep step to 
the music of the union." Let these son* 
of veterans emulate the patriotism of 
their worthy sires. A stranger tried to 
buy a farm from an old man. He offered 
him large money. The old man shook 
his head and pointing to a little grove 
said, under those trees are two grave*. 
In them are ourtwo Itoys, John and Jim. 
They were born on this old farm. They 
grew up here and when the old flag 
trembled they went to Its defense; they 
came back dead; they sleep yonder. No 
stranger, you haven't money enough to 
buy the old farm where my boys are 
buried. Tis sacred dust. So let no 
price be large enough to win from UB the 
country that holds the sacred dust of our 
patriot dead. Let us also recognize the 
God who was with us in our battle*. In 
the words of the dying soldier boy let u» 
"Rally around the old flag and cling to 
the cross of Christ." Ana finally let ua 
show our gratitude by our regard for the 
living. They are rapidly passing away. 
This sublime order of the Grand Army 
will one day become extinct. It cannot 
be recruited. As we said in the begin- 
ning, an inspiring vision comes an we 
look down its history from the city of 
Decatur, but it is also a sad one. For 
while it has widened like a mighty river 
it also must soon begin to contract and 
finally perish. Like a river we hax <• neon 
in Arizona which flows with increasing 
volume over bright sands, but presently 
it sinks away and for many milen m lost 
to view. But again it comen forth to 
flow on uninterrupted. So with the 
Grand Army, it will one day be lout in 
the sands of time. A sad day it poems 
when the grand old soldier, our most 
eloquent object lesson, is gone, but I 
trust that, like the Arizuniun rher, they 
may sweep to view aguin and flow on 
with eternal motion. All honor to the 
Grand Army, and to tho men who con- 
ceived it. A few years ago when Cap- 
tain Murrell, of the fiteimmhip Missouri, 
was crossing the ocean he found thA 
Danmurk in dintrebg. She had cm board 
seven hundred people; their lit eg wore 
in peril. Captain Murrell threw over- 
board a valuable cargo that lie might take, 
themon hisship.

The Liberal Government Gaining 


New Strength. 


i CRAFTY BID FOB THE LABOR VOTE. 


The House of Lords Must be Abolished— 


Mr. Gladstone's Rapid Recovery— 


The Queen's Birthday—Protect- 


ing the Czarowitz, Etc. 


Hope to Pilot Their War Through the 


Session. 


LONDON, May 27.—The government, 


strengthened by a series of defeats of 
the opposition on the budget, now 
hope to pilot their way through the 
session. 
The sudden weakness dis- 


played by the opposition has made a 
surprise all around for which various 
causes have been assigned. The Union- 
ist whips say that no strenuous effort 
has yet been made on their part to 
muster the full strength of their party, 
the leaders preferring to bide their 
tune until some continuous proposals 
are up for consideration upon which 
the government can more easily be de- 
feated. The truth is, however, that 
the unionist-liberals decline to follow 
the tories in opposition to the budget 
and will not allow themselves to be 
controlled by the tory leaders merely 
for their gratification in annoying the 
government. 


With the subsidence of the storm an d 


the consequent lessening of the likeli- 
hood of an immediate crisis, the talk of 
dissolution is less frequently heard. 
Some oversanguine supporters of the 
government now express £heir belief 
that the ministry of Lord Rosbery will 
hold on until the programme outlined 
at the beginning of the session is com- 
pleted, but the ministerial preparations 
all point to a dissolution in July. 


A Wily Bid for the Labor Vote. 


With a view of securing the labor 


vote in the next general election, Lord 
Rosebery has made overtures to John 
Burns, M. P., and other leading labor- 
ing men on the subject of their accept- 
ing offices in the cabinet. Mr. Burns 
was offered a post in the ministry, and 
report says that he declined it with 
thanks. With Mr. Burns' refusal, the 
project of appointing representatives oi 
the laboring classes to peats in the cab- 
inet has been dropped, but if the next 
elections confirm the liberal party's 
lease of power the reconstituted gov- 
ernment will certainly contain two la- 
bor representatives. 


The House of Lords Must he Abolished. 
The committee of the National Re- 


form union has prepared a resolution 
which will be submitted to the confer- 
ence-iof the union on June 
r>, declaring 


that the house of lords must be abol- 
ished 
The enormoiis number of ad- 


hesions to the union from all parts of 
the country promise to make the union 
a very formidable body and compel the 
National Liberal federation to advocate 
stronger anti-lord measures than that 
organization is now committed to 
Any milder treatment of the lords will 
fail to satisfy the radicals. 


Some One Has Blundered. 


According to conservative report, Sir 


William Hai court, chancellor of the 
exchequer, has made a huge blander in 
the budget.

CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST. 


The Probable Proceeding* of the Tw« 


House* for the Oomlllg Week 


Mapped Out. 


WASHINGTON, May 38.—The ninth 


week of the debate on the tariff bill 
opens to-day. Before the week is well 
nnder way the discussion will have he- 
gun on the sugar schedule, which 
will be made the occasion for violent 
attacks on the republican side of the 
chamber. Democrats, among them Mr. 
Brice, express the belief that at most 
throe or four days will be consumed i i 
the discussion of this schedule, but re- 
publican leaders assert that the end ot 
next week will find the senate stiU 
talking about sugar. 


Some republicans say it would be 


manifestly improper for the senate to 
dispose of this part of the bill before 
the investigating committee has made 
a report on the doings of the Sugar 
trust in connection with the f ormatioa 
of the schedule which the senate is 
called upon to take up and debate. 
Until that report is made they say U 
will be impossible for the senate to 
formulate its judgment as to whal 
should or should not be done in the 
way of rates of duty, or determining 
even whether there shall be any duty 
placed upon this article. 


The work of the week will begin 


with a speech by Senator Walsh, of 
Georgia, who on Saturday gave notice 
that he would address the senate Mon- 
day morning at 11 o'clock. 


After that the wood schedule will be 


taken up, and there is a tacit agree- 
ment on both sides of the chamber that 
this shall be disposed of in the same 
way, although the speeches against 
free lumber may run over for a short 
time into Tuesday. 


For Tuesday there is a matter that 


may come up, somewhat out of the 
routine of senate proceedings, and for 
that very reason, of much interest. 
The investigating committee may at 
that time submit a partial report to the 
senate on the refusal of newspaper men 
to give the sources of information upon 
which their sugar stories were based 
and may ask the senate for instructions 
as to what steps they shall take in the 
further prosecution of their investiga- 
tion. The ultimate result will prob- 
ably be froth and nothing more sub- 
stantial. 


In accordance with time-honored cus- 


tom the senate w411 probably adjourn 
over Wednesday, Decoration day, al- 
though there are precedents for the 
senate remaining in session on this oc- 
casion. Mr. Harris, the manager of 
the bill for the democrats, was not in 
the senate Saturday, and could not be 
consulted on this subject, but the other 
democratic members of the finance 
committee agreed that it would be fit- 
ting for the senate to take a rest on 
that occasion. 


The debate on susfar may therefore 


begin in earnest Thursday moining. 
Senator Hill, in accordance with his 
determination to put his party on rec- 
ord on the ^ subject of raw material, 
will, it is understood, at some stage of 
the proceedings move to put all sugars 
on the free list 


The republicans w ill hold a caucus 


about the middle of the week for the 
purpose of mapping1 out some plan of 
campaign on the sugar question There 
are some republican senators who are 
in favor of a duty on sugar. Prominent 
among these are Senators Sherman, of 
Ohio, and Cameron, of Pennsylvania 
lioth of these senators believe that 
sugar is a distinctly revenue article 
and should be kept as such 


In the di»cu 
on of thjs proposition, 


of which the t mo< rats have been cog- 
nizant for a 1< .ig ' ime, the query that 
naturally ai ise1- i ^ can the republicans 
pitt up thirty-eight solid votes for this 
proposition? If thev can it Inoks as if 
the bill might be defeated going upon 
the hypothesis thai ilie Louisiana sen- 
ators cannot and would not vote for the 
bill with a free sugrr clause in it 


The republicans ar-? not without 


hope that they can put sugar on the 
free list, for they claim that if they 
give this proposition their solid sup- 
port they can get votes enough and 
to spare from the other side of the 
chamber to act in concert with them. 
This is the critical vole that the man- 
agers of the bill on the democratic 
side of the chamber fear.

ADISASTRODSWRECK 


Aji Bxpreaa Train Running Sixty 


Miles an Hour 


DASHES SUDDENLY IKTOALWDSLIDE. 


The Engineer and Fireman, Caught Un- 


der Their Locomotive, Crushed and 


Burned Out of All Human Sem- 


blance—A Narrow Eacape. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., 
May 27.—This 


morning about 3 o'clock one of the most 
disastrous wrecks known in the history 
of the Baltimore & Ohio railroad oc- 
curred near Pine Grove, two and one- 
half miles east of Eockwood, Pa., on 
the Pittsburgh division of that road. 


The ill-fated train was the Nevr York 


& Pittsburgh express, which left this 
place at 1:30 this morning with two 
regular express cars, a combination ex- 
press and mail car and several da; 
coaches. 


The coaches were well filled with 


passengers, aud the train was running 
at the rate of> sixty miles an hour. 
Suddenly, without a moment's warn- 
ing, the engine dashed into a large 
landslide, sending it in a twinkling 
down into the creek, where it still lies. 
The combination mail and express and 
the regular express cars crashed into 
the engine with terrific force, and in a 
few minutes were on fire. The coaches 
with their precious burden of passen- 
gers were jammed together, but did not 
leave the track, to which fortunate oc- 
currence is due the fact that there were 
none of the passengers injured. 


As soon as the train quieted from the 


concussion, the passengers rushed to 
the piled-up and burning express cars 
where they found Messenger Stohl, oil 
the -United States Express Co., strug- 
gling to escape from his car. In a mo- 
ment he was rescued but not until he 
had received serious injuries about the 
head and body and probably internally, 
but it is thought he will recover. 


The passengers then turned their at- 


tention to the derailed engine below in 
the creek, and were horrified to find nc 
signs of the engineer or his fireman. 
For -five long, weary hours they con- 
tinued their search, until at last the; 
found the crushed and dead body ol 
Fireman Rhinehart under the locomo- 
tive. 
One of his feet was entirely 


burned off. 


Continuing their search they came 


across bits of the remains of the unfor- 
tunate Engineer Nicholson. 
These 


they gathered up and put in a bucket, 
the rest of his body having been en- 
tirely consumed by fire. 


Messenger Stohl was taken to Balti- 


more, where he lives, on train 6 this 
afternoon. The remains of Engineer 
Nicholson and Fireman Rhinehart were 
taken to Olenwood, Pa., where they 
leave families 


All traffic w as suspended for five or 


six hours. 


THE ANGLO-BELGIAN. 


Agreement aft to Sphere of Influence In 


Central Africa. 


BERLIN, May 37.—The Anglo-Belgian 


agreement as to sphere of influence in 
Central Africa >has raised the colonial 
enthusiasts to the usual outcry against 
English greed.

The agreement between London and 


Brussels is recognized as another stop 
in England's policy of creating n buf- 
fer territory between French and En- 
glish possessions in Africa, keeping 
France from access to the Nile and se- 
curing to England unbroken connec- 
tion between Cape Colony nnd Egypt. 
England tried at first to obtain u Ger- 
man buffer by ceding to (rermany ter- 
ritory east of the Shari river 
The 


Franco-German Comeroons convention 
foiled the English game and prevented 
the utilization of Germany as a go-be- 
tween, for by it France obtained the 
land which England had abandoned to 
Germany. 


The local newspapers which assert 


that the German government will prob- 
ably support France in refusing to rec- 
ognize the Anglo-Belgian agreement, 
arc entirely misinformed. 
The for- 


eign oflice intends to hold aloof from 
the dispute, satisfied that the new sit- 
uation 
tends 
to lessen Germany's 


colonial difficulties with France. 
If 


France should propose a colonial con- 
ference of the powers interested in cen- 
tral Africa, as she is expected to do, the 
Berlin government would undoubtedly 
consult with England, and agree w ith 
her upon a common course of action.

happens that these visitors belong with 
the bugs. They aio of the same order 
as the squash bug, the chinch bug, anc 
bed bug. They have neither mandibles 
nor maxilhe, but like all the bugs take 
their food through a pointed tube or 
sucker. They live entirely upon the 
juices or sap of plants. 


They cannot chew anj thing for the 


simple reason that they have no jaws. 


The writer of your article ovidentlj 


went to a cyclopaedia and not to the ani 
rnals themselves for a description of 
their structure. He was led astray by a 
confusion in the use of common names 
The insects mentioned in the scriptures 
as "locubts" arc really grasshoppers 
Those that invaded and destroyed the 
crops and mined the farmers of Kansas 
some years ago were "the locusts of the 
books." Our visitors are Cicadas, and, 
as shown above, are entirely different in 
structure and habits. The natural his- 
toiy of these insects is extremely inter- 
esting and curious, but too long for this 
communication. I simply desire to as- 
sure our citizens that they -'need fear no 
e\ il" from these visitors.
